More than twenty class action lawsuits concerning late charges imposed by the cable television providers listed above and by 
other cable television providers (collectively designated hereinafter as the “Cable Television Defendants”) are now pending in 
courts in the States of Indiana, Alabama, Colorado, Delaware, Florida, Georgia, Idaho, Illinois, Louisiana, New Mexico, Oregon, 
Pennsylvania, Tennessee, and Utah. The parties to those cases have reached a global settlement of the claims against the Cable 
Aenaiot Defendants, pursuant to which they have agreed to dismiss most of the lawsuits and to ask a Single court (the court in 

Littell, et al. v, Tele-Communications, Inc., et al. (Case No. 55D01-9709-CP-415, Superior Court No. 1, Morgan Cty., Indiana)) to 
certify a multistate settlement class of the Cable Television Defendants’ subscribers and to consider the fairness of the proposed 
settlement. The court in Littell has agreed to certify the multistate settlement class and has preliminarily approved the settlement. 
If you subscribed or now subscribe to cable television in any of the communities listed above, and if you paid at least one late fee 
of $5.00 or more in connection with that service, you are a member of the Settlement Class, and you may be affected by the settle- 
ment. 

I. SUMMARY OF THE LITIGATION 

The class action complaints allege that the Cable Television Detendants’ “late fees” are or were unlawful, excessive, or unrea- 
sonable, The Cable Television Defendants deny those allegations; they contend that the fees are a fair and lawful means of collect- 
ing from late-paying subscribers the costs caused by late payment. The merits of the parties’ dispute have not been decided by a 
court. The parties have reached a proposed settlement that will resolve the claims of all class members who have paid a “late fee”, 
“administrative fee”, or “processing fee” to the Cable Television Defendants of $5.00 or more. The Littell court will conduct a fair- 
ness hearing to decide whether the settlement is reasonable and fair to the class 
Il. SUMMARY OF SETTLEMENT TERMS 

If the settlement is approved and the other conditions to the settlement are satisfied, current customers of the Cable Television 
Defendants will receive a Product Certificate which may be submitted as payment in full for certain premium cable television ser- 
vices by class members who have paid at least one late fee of $5.00 or more within the last four years. The premium services con- 
sist of either two (2) pay-per-view movies or, for certain subscribers who lack the capacity to view pay-per-view, one (1) month of| 
HBO, Showtime, or Cinemax or three (3) months of Starz and Encore. Those class members who do not have a converter box will 
also be able to obtain free use of an analog box for two months. Class Members who are not current customers, who have paid at 
least one late fee of $5.00 or more within the last four years, and who submit a properly completed Claim Form, and certain current 
customers who both lack the ability to receive pay-per-view and who already subscribe to all of the premium channels, will 
receive, in lieu of the premium cable television services described above. a check for $6.95 or an equivalent credit against any bal- 
ance owed to their cable television provider. If the settlement is approved, the Cable Television Defendants will also be ordered to 
eliminate any current late fee of $5.00 or more imposed when an invoice has remained unpaid for thirty to forty-five days, and to 
substitute either (1) a lower fee of $2.95 (when an invoice has remained unpaid for thirty days), coupled with a second fee of $2.00 
(if the invoice remains unpaid for an additional two weeks), or (2) a single combined fee of $4.95, which may be imposed only if 
an account has remained unpaid for at least forty-five days. Subject to the Court’s approval, the Cable Television Defendants will

Drought taking a toll on oak trees 


by Richard Petche: 
County Extension Agent 

Drought stress is taking its toll on 
many oak trees in Alabama 

Oak trees have a fairly high 
demand for water. Some of the best 
care you can give your favorite oak 
tree is to mulch it with a four inch 
mulch of either pinebark or pine 
needles. Then water it once a week 
The mulch will greatly add to the 
water holding capacity of the soil 
and will cause the micro-organisms 
in the soil to go to work and loosen 
und mellow your soil 

There are several diseases that 
alfect oak trees, but to mulch them 
and then occasionally water them 
during drought is the best treatment 


you can give them 

People often ask what they can 
plant under their ouk tree that will 
grow. Monkey grass. English i 


or even azaleas will grow well 
under your oak tree. All of these ck 
well and may add beauty to your 
lawn. The ivy will need to b 
trimmed several times a year For 


Azaleas to grow you may need to 


trim some lower limbs of your oak 
tree to let in a litthe extra light 
There are many other shade-loyving 
plants that will also grow well 
However, all of these will compelc 


for moisture trom your ouk tree. So 


if you want to take wood care of 


your oak tree, a good mulching |

Glaucoma’s lack of symptoms creates problems 


Losing sight of good eye care 
could mean losing your sight perma 
nently. Especially if you're at risk for 
glaucoma, a leading cause of irre 
versible vision loss. In the United 
states, glaucoma affects about three 
million people 

“Up to half this number may be 
unaware they have the disease,” said 
Carl Kupfer, MD, director of the 
National Eye Institute, one of the fed 
eral government's National Institutes 
of Health. “Higher risk population 
groups are everyone over the age ot 
60, Alrican-Americans over the age 
of 40, and people who have a family 
history of glaucoma.” 

In many people, glaucoma occurs 
when the normal fluid pressure inside 
the eye progressively increases, lead 


ing to Optic nerve damage and 
reduced peripheral (side) vision. As 
the disease worsens, the field of 
vision gradually narrows and blind- 
ness may result 

A dilated eye exam, in which drops 
are placed in the eye to dilate the 
pupils, is considered the best way to 
detect glaucoma. Experts recommend 
that people at risk for the disease have 
such an examination at least every 
two years. If detected and treated 
early in its progression, glaucoma ean 
usually be slowed and serious vision 
loss can be prevented, 

“Glaucoma has no early warning 
signs of possible vision loss,” said 
Kupter. “So people at risk for glauco 
ma ollen presume that if their vision 
is fine, there is no need to be con

cerned. Jt is only when they notice 
vision loss that they take action. And 
while steps can be taken to preserve 
remaining vision, such as with eye 
drops or laser surgery, vision already 
lost from glaucoma 1s lost forever.”
